him; Provided, that no case shall be so removed after a Proviso.

AN ACT to change the time for holding terms of the eircuit court in
certain counties in the seventh judicial circuit.

The People of the State of Wisconsin, represented in
Senate anf Assembly, do enact as follows:

Skcrion 1. From and after the first day of January, Terms, when
A.D. 1860, the general terms of the circuit court in and held.
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for the county of Portage, in the seventh judicial circuit,
shall be held as follows, viz : on the fourth Monday of
March, and sccond Monday of September, in cach and
cvery year.

SEc. 2. From and after the passage of this act the
rreneral terms of the circuit court in and for the counties
of Wood, Juneau and Adams, in said circuit, shall be
held as follows, viz : in the county of Wood, on the first
Monday of June and the first Monday of December, of
cach and every yecar; in the county of Juneau, on the
third Monday of June and third Monday of December,
of cach and every year; in the county of Adams, on the
second Monday of June and sccond Monday of Decem-
ber, of each and every year.

SEc. 8. All writs, summonses, processes, indictments,
recognizances and other proceedings made returnable to
the circuit courts of the counties mentioned in section
two of this act, shall be deemed and considered return-
able to the terms of the circuit court as fixed by this act;
and all continunances and notices made or taken to any
term of said court shall be deemed to be made or taken
to the terms of said court as the same are fixed by this
act ; and all motions and other proceedings noticed to
be heard attany regular term of said conrt shall be deem-
ed and considered to be noticed for hearing at the regular
terms of said court, as the same are fixed by said section
two of this act.

SEc. 4. This act shall take effect and be in force from
and after its passage.
